The resolution under which this report is made, requests me " to 
report the number of persons paying tax on land, the numhei of persons 
paying on slaves, aad the number of persons paying on ail other property, 
so far as the same appears on the Commissioners books of 1850. The 
Commissioners' books show the number of persons, of these several 
classes, assessed with tax in 1850, but as the revenue is not yet paid in 
and the delinquent and insolvent lists have not yet been returned to 
this office, and are not required to be so returned before the 1st day of 
May next, I have given the number of persons assessed with taxes. — 
in the table presented, persons charged with tax are counted as often as 
their names occur in different Commissioners' districts, but their names 
are counted but once in the same district as being assessed with lands, 
if they are so assessed, and once as assessed with slaves, if they are so 
assessed, and once as assessed with other property if they are so assessed.

In making up the table I have corrected the additions of the several 
columns of value and amount found in the assessors' books, but have 
not attempted to conect the entry of each tract, as it is impossible to 
tell whether the errors apparent in such entries are in " the number 
of acres," " the price per acre," " the sum added on account of build- 
ings," or in the extension of the "total value of land and buildings " 
the books sent to this office being generally copies. 

In ascertaining the amount that would be payable by each county, 
city and town, at the rate of taxation now j)rescribed by law, I have 
obtained the tax on lots and buildings in cities and towns from the 
Commissioners' books of 1850, as that tax is generally laid on the 
rents, and not on the value. The assessment did not embrace rents, 
but they are, under the present system, ascertained each year by the 
Commissioners of the revenue. No amount is here taken of the in- 
crease of tax on " lots in cities and towns which are unimproved, or 
which, though improved, are not occupied by the proprietor nor rented 
or leased out:" Such lots are taxed as lands, but it was found to be 
very difficult to separate them, on the Commissioners' books and the 
books of assessment, from the lots, dtc. paying tax on rents. I will, 
if it is desirable, hereafter ascertain the amount of tax, which will be 
payable, at the present rate of taxation, under the late assessments, on

One of the assessors of Lewis county says, in a note to his book, 
that " some fen or more valuable lots, on a few of which are the most 
valuable buildings in the to-wn, are not here set down,_nor have they 
been assessed, as they do not appear on the Commissioners' books." 
He speaks, I suppose, of the town of Weston. I have written to him 
for an assessment of the omitted property, and will communicate it to 
the Convention, if it is received.

It is to be BUppoaad thai the delinqiieiicieB are toietably uniform 
ihronghout the stale. At any rate, the aniounl of the delinqliencieB depends more tipon tbe 
cure end dih'gencc ol the coltsotora than upon any other cause. Besides, it ie lery difljcull to 
liirive at the actual amount of tasee paid in each county, and to reduce the amount of tasable 
property accordingly. It would not do tu deduct the amount of the delinquent land and pro- 
perty liats from the amount of taxes aEseased in each coanty, and reduce the value of the taxi- 
ble property accordingly ; for the amotmt of the delinquent laud Hat is, as to the greater part 
thereof, paid into the Treasury, either upon redemptions in this office, or throagh tax aaiea of 
sach lands to reise the amount of auch deltEiquencies ; and ihe amount of the delinquent pro- 
];«ny lists isg in part at least, paid into the Treaaary through the Cleiks of County Courts, or 
directly through this office. At any rate, properly in existence in the state at (he time of the

Inntakingopmy eatimateaof the value of peiaooal jiroperty, 1 have ealcalated taxed sla*ea 
at three haadred dollars each. X «n informed tliat the Legislature, in fixing tha rate of tas 
on slaves, as compared with land and other property, has generally considered them as worth 
three hundred dollars each. If this average price ia considered too hii^hor too low, each 
Member, desiring to do so, can, rrom Taxation table A,, lieretofore liirnished to the Conven- 
lioB, and which thews the number of taxed slaves in eacli eoanty, town, city ana grtmd divi- 
sHia of the State in 1860, by putting another value on them, add to or dioiinisb ths estimate 
which I have made for that year. 
The nnmbev of taxed elares in 1849 was SOB le^ than in 1850. 

I have reckoned horaea, mules, i&c. at 40 dollars eaoh; gold watches at 60 dollars each ; 
patent lever and lepiue silver watches at SS dollars each ; other watches at 10 dollars each ; 
metallic cloeks at 10 dollars caohj other clocks at B doliara each; stalliona and jacks at SKi 
dollai e each ; billiard tables at 300 dollars each. 

Wbere the tox imposed by law wtia upon the husinesa, as tasee on liKenses generally were, ami 
net directly upon the capital invested in thalbtiBiness, I have not caiimated anything tor aueh capi- 
tal. Capita! invested in trade, v/b'ieh consists of reai estate, is taxed as real estate, and so ia- 
cltided in my estimate, but not otlierwiae. 1 have added nothing, in this table, for the value of 
Block injointatackcompnieB,eKceplBai)ks. Theta\ondividenda,orthedividendatheiiiaelveB, 
of snch companies, afford no safe rule by which 1 c«n judge of the value ot siich atoct. Somu 
of the capiial of aiicb compames ia invested ia real estate, aad so taxed and valued. 1 Itave 
added thaamouDtof atockin theSatiksof thtealate, held by citljeiisof the state, at thefo.>t 
of this tBble. I could not distribute it, as it is owned, iu counties iind divisions, for want of 
ibe necessary lafarmatiun. I have pat this stock at its pEir value, because I aupjiosed that aa it 
in part represented real and personal pro^ierty, taxed aud valued as aucfa, elsewhere, tbe par 
value, together with tbe value of the real and personal property, would approxLuiate tbs irne 
value, or the selling price thereof, iii the years 1SI9 and 1650.

The resolution, under which this Table was prepared, recaesledmE " to report to the Con- 
vention the number o! free white persona in this Commonweallh, over !!ie age of twenty, who 
cjn neithfr read nor mrite." This I could not do. The schedules of the Assistant Marshals, 
llieonly soutceof iniormation of this kind open lo me, shew the number of free white persons, 
over twenty years of age, in the cutnmonweallh, who cannot read and write. This information 
I have given above, It will be noticed that (he returns from one district in Pittsylvania 
c-onnly, auti from the county of Powhatan, are wanting.

In compliance with a tenolution of the State Convention^ adopted on the 17Lh October lait, 
a copy of which is hereto anneied, I have now the honor to submit to that honorable bodjr 
sundry statements, according to the liat hereto aubjoined, relaiing to the variotia mleinal im- 
plovements ia the four grand divisions of the Conimonviieallh, to the construction ot wliich 
tha State has contributed (down to the 30th September, 1S50) by subsoriptlona und loans, and 
by appropriations oa Stale account. 

The Gineral Statement affords a eompendious view of the results of the information con- 
tained in the detailed statsmenls A, B, C, D, E, F, G, and H, and called for by the resolution;

The aggregate capital of joint stock companii 
the first column of the general statement ta be ; 
by Ihe State to certain companies, aa specified 
53,522,a)4 69, v?hieh, deducted from the above mentioned sum, leaves the trite amount of tha 
aggtegaie joint capital sloek at $31,233,459 87. 

Ideemedit proper to add to the capital ant horiaed, the amount loaned to companies; in order 
(hew the true aggregate (as nearly as posBible) embarked in the Virions joint Etock workt 
completed or under construction. 

The whole actual approprialiona by the Slate for internal improvements to the 30th September 
last, is staled in column 2, at $10,211,593 41. Of this amount, $13,013,361 84 has been con- 
trlbuted in sabseriptious and loans to joint stock companies, and the remainder, S;2,32S,230 67, 
to improvements on State account. 

The aggregate expenditures of the State on both aecounls, as shown by column B, amounts 
to 911,858,773, which, deducted fromthe sum of $16,241,592 41, <the amount of appropriations 
as first above slated,) leaves a balance of $4,382,820 41 of Stat:; approprialiona remaising on 
(he 1st October last, to be thereafter discharged.

The first named resolution rcfjuires certain information respeetiiig the poor children sail 
schools of the afale, based Tipon ihe las: reports of the Bchow! cimmiEsioners, ihose beiog for 
liie year ending the 30lli September, I84B, wliich aio icferrcd io in the report subtnitted 
•by me to the General Assembly at the commencenienl ut iis r-ieosnl seeoion, (Docuniefl: 
House of Delegalca, No. i, atalements I and K.) 

Table number one ia an extract from that report, It will be discovered thai it does eat 
afford full toforraa-tion on the points desired, owing to tiie followins ccusesi 

Firat. No reports were received fur the year 1849 from the six counties of Alleghany, Alen- 
andria, Bath, Jefferson, Kanawha, and Logan. 

Secondly. A porlion of tiiu repoits of 1B4!) were made under ihc iTimary school ajati--in of 
1829, whieli did nut require Ihe teglBtialioa of tbn children, I'hs number reported inliieaa 
was coni'equcnily merely conjeelural, andevidenily very wide of the m!irli, aa ia proven by the 
fLiot thai the real number Ivi maay of the counliea in which the children hsve since been rfigin- 
lered is more than donble thit prcvioujly reported by conjecture. 

Thirdly. The reports from nine counties, operating undi-r different free school syaif raa, ara 
not required by law to state, and accordingly do not slate, tithcr the nunib'^r of jjom' cM- 
rireti in the county or the number attending school. 

On the other hand, it munt lie observed that, in esrtying out the system ol aducaltcD, it* 
benefits are aat restricted lb the children of those only who would in society, and under tbe 
etticl meaning of the term, bb ea.'ied indigent or destitute, tnt are througheul ihe State estend- 
ed to children whose parents, however respectable and induelriou;, c^n barely procure fuud, rai- 
ment and lodging, and llie most common c^mfocts of life, for (heir fainiliL-s, and nho aia, 
therefore, totally tiajble to cojlribute any thing towards the education <-f their children. 

Fourthly- Neither uniier the {ree school nor the primary school system are any olher schuolt 
reported, but those wiili which the school oommisiioners are reFpecsively connected ia ibcir 
school opeiaiions. 

Under these circumatances, the table now preaoaled can only he considered as a very iiiijwr- 
fect approximation of the real number of iadigi-nl ohitdren in the State. 

It appears from ir, th^l in 123 couiities and tuwna in the year 1349, operating Under ihi 
primary school system, 31,6SS poor children attended school; 41,321 who attended no iichaaf, 
and 3904 schoola to which those children were aeni. Hence it will be perceived that thera 
must be a very large nufnberof achools net attended by the poo;, of the existence of wnich as 
sccounta hjve bsen reoeivfd. 

Appendtfd to the above table is another, Fhi'wiiig that thE "number of children of all slasies 
Bttfnding HO sclioi,!^ ia the same year wa^ 8372.

Judge Lee of the l8th circuit, was assigned to the newly created 22d 
circuit by a resolution of the general assembly, passed in 1850, and 
Matthew Dunbar is now the Judge of the 18th circuit, having been 
elected Febmaty 27th, 1850, but the name of Judge Lefe is continued 
in the above table for the purpose of shewing the mileage drawn for 
1849. Judge John "W, Tyler, is also now judge in the place of Judge 
Scott deceased, and the name of the former judge is retained for the 
reason above given. 

Each circuit court is authorized by law to allow its prosecuting attor- 
ney, a sum not exceeding $ 100 per anniun for public services, except 
that the courts of Norfolk countjr and city may allow their respective' 
attorneys |150 per annum, and that the attorney for Henrico Court,, 
(which embraces in its jurisdiction Richmond city,) receives a salary of 
$ 400 per annum. 

There are (including Lynchburg circuit court, the other courts are for 
counties^) one hundred and thirty-six courts authorized to allow their 
prosecuting attorneys $ 100 each, if you add courts for Raleigh and 
Wyoming counties established in 1850, 138 counties. The pay of these'
